Only  18  months  ago,  the  Avilas  were 
living  in  Tennessee,  where  he  spent  11 
years  as  a  Hkpanic  church  start  strate¬ 
gist.

He  begins  with  block  parties  and 
Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  every 
Laredo  family  that  shows  up  at  a  blcxrk 
party  receives  a  free  Bible. 


Avik's  vision  is  to  imp^  Laredo  with 
the  Gospel  one  family  at  a  time;,  so  he  fexus-

(.RITICISM  OF  yVHAT 

IS  Not  Done 

It  absolutely  does  not  mat¬ 
ter  what  you  do  —  there  will 
be  someone  nearby  who  will 
be  prroared  to  criticize  you 
for  wMt  you  did  not  do. 
That  fact  crosses  all  lines  of 
communication,  denomina¬ 
tions,  political  persuasions, 
or  sports  endeavors. 
Nobody  ever  told  me  this 
(Aat  I  remember)  or 
explained  it  to  me  in  a  way 
that  I  would  understand.  As 
a  pastor,  I  was  baffled  when 
there  would  be  voices  or 
waves  of  criticism  as  we 
were  tryine  to  do  something 
meaiungfuT,  significant,  and 
somethmg  that  at  the  time  I 
thought  was  God-led  and 
spiritual.  Being  a  slow  learn¬ 
er  it  took  me  not  years  but 
decades  to  figure  out  that 
anytime  that  you  do  some¬ 
thing  good.  It  is  an  open 
door  for  people  to  criticuie 
you  for  what  you  did  not  do'. 

I  was  remmded  of  this  as  I 
was  listening  to  the  Governor 
of  Mississippi  give  his  last 
State  of  the  State  Address.

Prayer  Rallies,  I  ran  into 
people  who  wanted  to  share 
the  burden  of  their  heart 
atout  things  that  had  been 
left  out.  Some  items  clearly 
came  out  of  deep  concern, 
and  others  expressed  a  pas¬ 
sion  that  borciered  on  anger 
because  nothing  was  said.

This  is  an  enormous  pic¬ 
ture  of  needs  and  prayer 
concerns.  While  some  peo¬ 
ple  may  have  wanted  to 
register  their  comments  as  a 
criticism,  I  must  confess 
that  I  did  not  see  it  as  criti¬ 
cism  so  much  as  legitimate 

-concern  from  their  hearts 


for  needed  areas  of  prayer 
involvement  and  attention. 
On  most  occasions,  I  tri^ 
to  encourage  the  person 
who  shared  the  need  to 
make  that  need  a  part  of 
their  daily  gathering  at  the 
throne  of  God  and  when 
they  had  an  opportunity  to 
help  others  kiiow  why  it  is 
so  important  to  pray  for 
these  mings. 

As  ihey  shared  with  me,  I 
was  also  made  aware  of  the 
fact  that  prayer  has  no  lim¬ 
its  except  our  lack  of  under¬ 
standing  or  knowledge  at 
times,  and' for  our  lack  of 
time  or  maybe  faith  in  get¬ 
ting  those  issues  from  our 
heart  to  God.  Covering 
Mississippi  in  Prayer  has  not 
been  just  a  series  of  rallies 
across  our  state  so  much  as 
it  is  a  daily  gathering  before 
God.  In  many  lives  this  is 
giving  God  an  opportunity 
not  only  to  help  us  think 
outside  the  box  or  even  live 
outside  the  restriction  of 
piowerlessness,  but  to  put 
us  at  the  forefront  of  com¬ 
ing  to  Him  one  by  one  and 
by  the  thousands  to  ask  our 
great  God  to  intervene  in  us 
and  in  all  of  those  things 
around  us  about,  which  He 
has  raised  our  awareness 
and  sensitiviw. 

As  a  result,  the  power, 
love,  and  manifestation  of 
God  at  work  among  us  have 
been  unleashed  in  ways 
I  would  never  think  or  that 
we  have  ever  addressed.  In 
the  midst  of  it  and  growing 
out  of  these  events,  may  we 
grow  and  may  God  be  glori¬ 
fied.

Growth  in  Assets 


Following  die  1940  annual  meeting  of  Mississippi 
Baptists,  the  Baptist  Bequest  Committee  was  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  general  piurpose  of  stewardship  edu¬ 
cation  with  the  specific  goal  to  educate  Mississippi 
Baptists  of  die  opportunity  to  favor  Baptist  institutions 
through  dieir  Last  Will  and  Testament.  In  the  Baptist 
Beejuest  Committee's  report  and  recommendation  diat 
presented  to  messengers  at  the  1941  annual 
Convention,  O.  B.  Taylor  stated,  "It  has  been  the  general 
purpose  of  the  Committee  to  conduct  its  work  so  as  to  first 
inform,  dien  to  interest,  and  finally  to  influence  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  write  wills  which  have  in  them  the  will  of  God" 

(and)  "continuous,  persistent,  and  well-directed  effortSs 
must  be  made  to  get  the  matter  on  the  minds  and  in  the 
hearts  of  our  people." 

During  the  1941  annual  meeting  of  Mississippi 
Baptists,  C.  J.  OUmder  submitted  a  resolution  encouraging 
Convention  messengers  to  consider  the  establishment  of  a 
Baptist  Foimdation  whose  purpose  would  be  to  safeguard  and  invest  endowment  assets  of  our  Baptist  institutions  and  agencies 


was 


with  the  resultant  earnings  being  distributed  for  the  operation  of  these  respective  institutions  and  agencies. 


Based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  appointed  in  1941  to  "make  a  thorough  study  of  the  matter  of  establishing  a 
Baptist  Foundation,"  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Foimdation  came  into  existence  tiirough  the  action  of  the  Convention  in  1943. 

Since  those  early  days  nearly  seventy  years  ago,  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Foundation  has  been  a  resource  for  diurdies,  insti^tions, 
and  agencies  within  both  the  Mississippi  Baptist  ConventiOTi  and  the  Soutiiem  Baptist  Cemvention.  As  of  fiscal  year  end  2010  (6/30/10), 

the  Foimdation  administered  assets  of  approximate- 
ly  $90  million.  At  tiie  close  of  2010  2010), 

Foimdation  administered  nearly  $100  million 
trusts  and  endowments.  These  assets  have  increased 
tiirough  the  generosity  of  Mississippi  Bajitists.  Ifi  the 
decade  since  2000,  these  assets  have  provided  over 
$35  million  in  earnings  that  have  been  distributed  for 
Kingdom  ministries  through  Baptist  causes.
